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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/23/2005 has been entered. Claims 1 and 12 
have been amended, and claims 22 and 23 have been canceled. Claims 1-21 remain pending and 
have been fully considered. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations: "generating, at compile time and before invoking the indirect method 
call, a return constant table having an entry associated with the return constant value of the target 
method of the receiver object; and generating, at compile time, before invoking the indirect 
method call, an optimized instruction to retrieve, without executing a function, via the return 
constant table the return constant value associated with the target method." These limitations are 
present in each of independent claims 1 and 12. The distinctions provided by the independent 
claims apply equally to all dependent claims. Thus all pending claims 1-21 are allowed.
